camp. Tonopah has been taught the lesson that the laws 
of health cannot be violated with impunity. 


With proper sewerage, Tonopah can undoubtedly be 


made one of the healthiest towns in Nevada. There is noth- 
ing peculiar either in the climate or situation of Tonopah 
that would make it the breeding place of disease. Diseases 
have a cause, they do not come from the skies in myster- 
ious ways to vex mankind. And when medical science has 
once discovered the seat of trouble there will be no diffi- 
culty In finding the remedy. 


One, of the grave mistakes of the cltlsens of Tonopah 


was the effort made to conceal these conditions. The result 
was that people fled the city panic-stricken, spreading 
reports of the horors that grew as they were repeated un- 
til to he outside world Tonopah was literally a charnal 
house of disease. It would have been far better for the lo- 
cal press to have frankly told of the conditions, together 
with the methods which had been adopted for their bet- 
terment. Too late they hav discovered that a mistake 
has been made, and some of the more hotheaded are ex- 
hausting energies that could better be devoted to other 
and more practical uses in fulmlnatlons and denunciations 
of those who have dared to give publicity to the fact that 
the death rate in Tonopah was unusually high. If the pa- 
pers put it higher than It really was, the people of Tono- 
pah are the ones who fixed the figures.

F. Fred Bahn of San Jose signed a 


written statement yesterday claiming 
that he wa» with Adolph Weber at the 
time Weber bought the 
gun 
and 


knuckles Just prior to the murder. 


If this be true the witness so much 


needed Is found right here tn Reno. 


The missing link In the chain of evi- 


dence Is finally obtained. 


Bahn Is a young man 28 years of age, 


dark complexion and stout build, and 
la and has for some time been an 
employe at the power station of the 
Washoe Power and Development Com- 
pany at Laughtons. 
When from his statements regarding 


his knowledge of the Weber family, 
and his similarity in personal des- 
cription to the missing witness are 
added other peculiar coincidences, the 
belief that he Is the man long sought 
after has some degree of foundation. 


At any rate he says he Is that man 


and swears to It under oath, In the 
statment forwarded yesterday to th« 
Sheriff of Placer county at Auburn, 
-California. 
It will be remembered that Weber 


last summer. It Is claimed, after se- 
curing a revolver and knucklt* of a 
second hand store pawnbroker in San 
Francisco, having In his company an- 
other young man, murdered his pa- 
rents, sister and brother at their home 
In Auburn. The young men separated 
In San Francisco. 


After Weber's arrest $6000 In money 


and a gun were located under his 
father's barn. 
Weber was tried, con- 


victed and is now under suspended 
sentence of deatb. but the Supreme 
Court is to examine further into the 
case. 
It Is strange that Bahn should make 


such 
strange 
statements. 
even 


through any sense of notoriety. If ne 
knows they cannot be verified. 
He 


talks too freely, yet appears to be 
sincere and straightforward In all he 
say**. 
The strange thing about it is 


that he has kept this secret to himself 
all this time and only makes It public 
now that certain friends of his Au- 
burn acquaintances have prompted him 
to do so, so It Is said. 


Bahn says he stands ready to at- 


tend any rehearing of the case and 
testify to nil he knows, without any 
regard to whom It affects. 
He ack- 


nowledges having kept in constant 
touch with the developments of the 
case as It was being tried and realized 
how much his testimony was needed, 
yet, as he claims, he was afraid 
he 


would lose his Job In British Columbia 
If he made a statement. 


Even 
after 
his 
Intimate friend, 


Weber, was convicted he visited Au- 
burn and said nothing about his be- 
ing the unknown man who 
accom- 


panied the murdered when he pur- 
chased tho deadly weapon*. There is 
a. slight discrepancy as to the mak<* 
of revolver between the statements of 
Oarr. the pawnbroker, and Bahn; also 
tu» to which om» of the two men did 
the buying, and the next day or so may 
develop the fact that for some un- 
forseen reason the statement of the 
Reno man may prove to be entirely 
unreliable. As it stands this rnornlnj? 
It looks very plausible and a startling 
truth, either one way or the other. !s 
to come to light within the next forty- 
eight hours.

veteran lives with his daughter. Mrs. 
Sarah A. Rowley, on a farm at the 
outskirts of this village. 
He enjoys 


splendid health for a man of 
such 


great age and his faculties are as 
keen as those of many people only half 
his age. 
Mr. Cronk's career has been notably 


that of a true and patriotic American. 
Born April 19, 1800, In Herklmer coun- 
ty. N. Y., to Mr. and Mrs. James Cronk. 
who were among the first settlers of 
the Mohawk valley, he was reared on 
a farm until 14 years old, when he 
enlisted with Captain Edmund Fuller 
at Western. N. Y.. In the New York 
volunteers. 
The same day James 
Cronk. the 


father, and John and Caspar Cronk, 
brothers, enlisted with the same regi- 
ment.
